Reasons for Allowance 
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6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or suggest a magnetic field sensing device 
used for improving spatial resolution of the sensor device. The device includes two 
electrodes, an insulating layer separating the electrodes, at least one layer of 
chemically-synthesized magnetic nanoparticles located at or above a level with the 
insulating layer and located between the two electrodes. The magnetic nanoparticles 
diameter size is 4.9 nm or less
